The teachers in the Covina Union high school are to he com- 


mended on the manner in which they are cheerfully handling their 
duties this year under trying conditions. 


Any casual visitor can see that there is unavoidable confusion on 


account of a lack of room, and that teaching under such conditions 
is nervous work, especially because of the fact that the efficiency 
must he maintained. The requirements of the state must be met, 
no matter what the difficulties may be, and there is every indication 
that the teachers are resolved that there be no serious slump in the 
standard of the school. Covina high stands very well with the 
higher institutions. 
There is an esprit de corps at the school that 


will pull it through, although the work is being done in an over- 
crowded building. 


When the orchestra is rehearsing during the first period of school 


in the morning the student body must be in the same room with it, 
for there is no room excepting the assembly-room that is large 
enough to accommodate the orchestration. One can imagine that 
this would be studying under trying conditions. 


Much time is lost in transferring classes to the Baptist church 


and back again, owing to the fact that there are not class rooms 
enough. 
% A part of the school work is in the preparation of an 


operetta. 
There is no adequate room in which this can be done. 


Musical instruction should be done apart from the other studies. 
There is nothing so distracting to students as the rehearsing of 
music near study rooms. 


But the year's work is going forward. 
The teachers intend to do 


their share to overcome a serious condition in the schools, caused 
by an unlooked-for growth in school population.

him to the battle-front and brings him home afterwards to be the 
chief toiler in paying for the costs of the war? 


The revolution in progress at present is one of intensive thinking, 


silent thinking, for the most part. It may be that by the time the 
professional haters get to the point where they wish to strike again 
at civilization the youths of that epoch will be so well aware of 
war's futility and cost and of a knowledge of who pays for war that 
the armies of peace will refuse to mobilize for war in any land or 
upon any land. 


We shall see wonderful results from this mental revolution now in 


progress. 
Life and its advantages are coming to be so worth while 


"to the individual that perhaps the call of the war-lords will fall 
upon unresponsive ears. 


This country has ever been slow to war. And conversely, it may 


well" be the leader, the powerful, moral leader into universal peace.
